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Annual  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich : 

Pursuant  to  law  we  submit  herewith  our  annual  report,  to- 
gether with  those  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  Board  of  Health, 
Superintendent  of  Highways,  Sewer  Commissioners,  Commis- 
sioner of  Charities,  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  expenditures  of 
the  School  Committee. 

PARKS,  BEACHES  AND  TREES: 

Greenwich  has  been  particularly  fortunate  in  gifts  made  to 
the  Town  by  generous  citizens  who  have  made  it  their  home. 
The  latest  instance  of  such  public  spirit  is  the  gift  of  land  by 
Mr.  Edward  Binney  of  Sound  Beach  for  a  public  park.  Mr.  Bin- 
ney  procured  practically  the  only  site  left  in  Sound  Beach  and 
has  dedicated  it  to  the  Town.  At  his  own  expense  this  is  being 
rapidly  transformed  into  a  beautiful  spot  that  the  residents  of 
Sound  Beach  may  call  their  own.  A  large  lake  has  been  made 
crossed  here  and  there  by  rustic  bridges,  shade  and  ornamental 
trees  and  flowering  plants  are  being  placed,  the  ground  graded 
and  many  things  being  done  to  make  this  attractive  to  all.  The 
gratitude  of  the  entire  Town  and  particularly  Sound  Beach  is 
due  Mr.  Binney  for  his  generous  gift. 

The  attendance  at  Island  Beach  was  53,347,  an  increase  of 
13,328  over  1927.  More  extensive  use  by  greater  numbers  was 
made  of  Bruce  and  Byram  Parks  but  as  no  attempt  is  made  to 
count  visitors  we  cannot  furnish  an  exact  attendance  report. 
High  standards  of  cleanliness  and  attractiveness  are  maintain- 
ed and  we  are  pleased  to  receive  suggestions  for  their  improved 
operation  and  use. 

Carrying  on  the  policy  of  trimming  the  trees  in  different 
sections  of  the  Town  each  year,  the  Tree  Warden  reports  the 
following  work  for  1928,  Lake  Avenue,  142;  Riverside,  32;  Sound 
Beach,  98,  and  Cos  Cob,  46.  Arsenate  of  lead  solution  was  spray- 
ed on  1,189  trees  as  follows:  Round  Hill,  210;  Stanwich,  265; 
North  Street,  185;  Lake  Avenue,  110;  Glenville,  70;  Riverside, 
37;  Sound  Beach,  43;  Cos  Cob,  120;  Bruce  Park,  32;  Dublin  Road, 
46;  other  sections,  71.  The  appropriation  now  available  to  re- 
place trees  removed  from  public  highways  and  to  plant  young 
trees  where  needed  is  a  progressive  step  that  will  help  beautify 
our  streets.  We  thank  the  organizations  whose  interest  in  the 
preservation  of  our  trees  is  so  alert  and  helpful. 


FIRE  PROTECTION: 

The  survey  made  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers brought  to  the  surface  certain  deficiencies  in  our  volun- 
teer fire  companies  which  we  are  striving  to  gradually  overcome. 
The  chiefs  of  all  our  companies  are  working  together  for  great- 
er co-operation  and  efficiency  and  much  has  been  accomplished 
by  their  unselfish  efforts.  The  Cos  Cob  Fire  Company  contribut- 
ed $15,000.00  to  help  build  their  new  fire  house  which  amount 
with  the  $40,000.00  appropriated  by  the  Town  will  provide  a  fire 
headquarters  superior  to  any  in  Greenwich.  The  Town  is  fortu- 
nate that  the  marsh  land  at  Cos  Cob  was  made  available  for  the 
location  of  this  building,  as  it  brings  into  practical  use  and  sight- 
liness what  was  formerly  an  ugly  spot.  Our  addition  to  the 
Sound  Beach  Fire  House  gives  sufficient  storage  space  for  the 
fine  apparatus  and  signal  system  purchased  by  this  company 
with  its  own  funds,  and  we  commend  to  all  the  high  standards  of 
morale  and  efficiency  they  maintain.  The  Town  placed  in  opera- 
tion at  East  Port  Chester  a  Gamewell  Alarm  System,  employed 
Seagrave  mechanics  to  completely  overhaul  the  apparatus  and 
purchased  for  spring  delivery  a  Seagrave  ladder  truck.  Larger 
doors  were  erected  at  Glenville,  modern  sanitary  facilities  in- 
stalled and  the  pumper  sent  to  the  White  factory  for  a  thorough 
inspection.  Thirty-three  additional  hydrants  were  placed  through- 
out the  Town,  making  a  total  of  483,  and  we  refer  you  to  page 
24  for  fire  department  statistics. 

POLICE  PROTECTION: 

The  growth  of  the  town  police  from  two  men  in  1918  to 
twenty-five  in  1928  and  the  appointment  of  five  more  in  1929  is 
an  indication  of  the  general  demand  for  better  police  protection 
throughout  Greenwich.  Patroling  more  than  six  miles  of  the 
Post  Road  with  its  constantly  increasing  traffic,  requires  a 
twenty-four  hour  vigilance  and  imposes  upon  the  Town  an  obli- 
gation that  is  not  strictly  local.  Frequent  roundups  of  criminals 
in  New  York  greatly  increases  this  work.  The  first  session  of 
the  Fairfield  County  Police  School  at  Bridgeport  under  the  su- 
pervision of  Inspector  Cornelius  Calahane  was  attended  by  all 
our  town  men.  Competent  instructors  spoke  on  the  many  phases 
of  police  work  and  the  men  felt  well  rewarded  for  giving  up 
their  own  time  to  attend  the  course.  Two  men  received  special 
instruction  in  finger  printing  at  the  New  York  Police  Academy 
and  we  intend  to  fully  utilize  both  schools  in  the  future.  Weekly 
revolver  practice  has  been  held  at  the  State  Armory  under  the 
direction  of  Captains  Paul  Raymond  and  Joseph  Rivers  with  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  marksmanship  of  the  whole  depart- 
ment. The  addition  of  three  automobiles  to  our  six  motorcycles 


will  allow  us  to  establish  a  highway  patrol  that  will  give  better 
protection  to  the  back  country  sections  where  so  many  of  our 
fine  estates  are  situated  and  to  be  better  equipped  to  combat 
modern  crime.  Police  statistics  page  36. 

RECREATION  BOARD: 

Following  the  comprehensive  survey  of  the  recreation  op- 
portunities and  possibilities  of  Greenwich  by  Mr.  T.  S.  Settle 
of  the  Playground  and  Recreation  Association  of  America, 
which  was  made  in  the  fall  of  1927  the  Recreation  Board  was 
created  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  administering  the 
Town's  recreational  activities.  The  appointed  members  were  Mrs. 
C.  D.  Lanier,  Chairman;  Miss  Georgina  B.  Davids,  Secretary; 
William  E.  Crichton,  John  Maher,  Ellis  Knowles  and  Curtis  P. 
Fields  with  Julian  W.  Curtis,  Chairman,  School  Committee  and 
Oscar  D.  Tuthill,  First  Selectman,  as  ex-officio  members. 

With  an  appropriation  of  $4,250.00  the  Recreation  Board 
accomplished  much  more  than  can  be  set  down  in  actual  figures. 
The  general  program  was  mainly  introductory  and  fundamental, 
yet  resulted  in  much  constructive  and  immediate  results.  The 
total  attendance  to  all  activities  up  to  December  31,  1928,  was 
24,908  at  a  cost  to  the  Town  of  14c  per  individual  participant. 
The  present  outlook  seems  very  promising.  The  Board  has  at 
present  under  its  supervision  or  advisement  eighteen  groups  of 
children  and  young  people  who  are  thoroughly  organized  and 
meeting  regularly  with  a  variety  of  recreational  activity.  As 
work  progresses  and  people  become  better  acquainted  with  a 
larger  recreation  vision,  greater  results  will  be  shown.  The  Rec- 
reation Board  is  especially  concerned  with  the  greater  develop- 
ment of  the  Town's  public  parks  and  beaches  together  with  a 
greater  use  of  the  school  buildings  and  grounds  for  play  pur- 
poses. With  the  loyal  co-operation  which  has  been  manifested 
by  all  the  civic  and  social  departments  of  the  Town,  as  well  as 
the  whole  hearted  support  of  many  individuals,  the  Board  looks 
into  the  future  with  confidence  and  great  expectations. 

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS: 

We  were,  for  the  first  time,  granted  a  clerk,  thereby  giving 
us  an  opportunity  to  do  our  work  in  a  much  more  satisfactory 
and  scientific  manner.  All  property  was  assessed  on  a  unit-foot 
basis  for  the  several  streets  and  the  prices  adjusted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  local  values.  This  method  has  been  practiced  for 
sometime,  within  the  Borough  limits.  Acreage  values,  vary  ac- 
cording to  locality,  and  these  are  given  the  same  careful  con- 
sideration that  is  given  to  lots.  At  present  our  field  men  are  en- 
gaged in  measuring  all  buildings  within  the  Town,  and  we  ex- 
pect to  be  able  to  use  the  information  gained  from  this  work  in 
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our  next  assessment,  by  charging  all  such  improvements  on  a 
square  foot  basis,  at  the  same  time  allowing  for  depreciation  as 
the  case  may  warrant.  The  aerial  photos  of  Greenwich  consist- 
ing of  258  maps  of  its  sections,  covering  an  area  of  about  50 
square  miles,  are  now  in  the  hands  of  Municipal  Service  Corpo- 
ration, being  outlined  in  such  manner  as  to  show  each  individual 
lot  or  plot,  with  dimensions  or  area  as  the  case  may  be.  It  is 
expected  to  complete  the  work  June  1,  1929,  when  it  will  be  a 
great  aid  in  performing  and  perfecting  the  work  of  this  office. 
We  are  attempting  to  assess  land  and  improvements  upon  a 
basis  of  65  percent,  of  actual  value.  We  welcome  any  construct- 
ive criticism,  made  to  our  Board  and  the  public  is  welcome  to 
inspect  our  work  at  any  time.  We  would  further  suggest  that 
some  definite  action  be  taken,  relative  to  developers  of  real 
estate  so  that  when  they  are  filing  maps,  they  avoid  the  dupli- 
cation of  street  names  as  are  of  record.  The  Assessors  table  of 
valuations  is  on  page  12. 

ZONING: 

The  Building  Inspector  issued  610  permits  during  1928;  27 
applications  were  refused  and  appealed  to  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment and  after  duly  advertised  public  hearings  23  were  granted 
variances  and  4  rejected.  During  the  three  years  we  have  been 
guided  by  the  Building  Zone  Regulations,  the  Town  accomplish- 
ed an  increase  in  the  volume  of  buildings  over  each  preceding 
year  as  shown  by  the  chart  on  page  47.  Those  who  create  new 
buildings  can  find  our  accomplishments  in  the  figures  of  expendi- 
tures for  building  operations  set  forth  on  page  49  in  the  table 
giving  classifications  of  building  permits  during  1928  with  com- 
parison of  two  preceding  years.  Other  quantitative  studies  are 
made  by  the  building  inspector's  office  and  you  may  consult  them 
freely.  It  has  been  customary  to  segregate  the  location  of  per- 
mits issued  each  month  by  their  Post  Office  addresses.  In  doing 
this,  it  gives  four  closely  built-up  districts  and  a  rural  district. 
Two  of  these  areas  are  less  than  half  the  size  of  any  of  the 
other  areas,  East  Port  Chester  and  Cos  Cob  being  smaller;  the 
center  of  Greenwich,  Riverside  and  Sound  Beach  and  rural  dis- 
tricts being  greater.  See  table  page  46.  Such  statistics  as  these 
should  awaken  our  interest  and  cause  us  to  study  more  careful- 
ly the  growth  of  our  Town  in  order  that  the  Zoning  plan  may 
actually  fit  the  needs  of  Greenwich  and  come  within  the  statutes 
authorizing  such  plans. 

TOWN  TREASURER: 

In  1921  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Town  was  changed  so  that 
taxes  paid  in  January  would  supply  sufficient  funds  to  carry 
on  its  affairs  without  borrowing  large  amounts  of  money.  It 


has  been  the  policy  of  the  Town  to  advance  current  funds  for 
capital  improvements  and  the  following  construction  was  so 
financed:  Sound  Beach  Sewers,  $547,529.19;  Improved  Highways, 
$82,630.17;  Cos  Cob  Sewers,  $30,401.00;  Fire  Houses,  $17,204.12; 
Pemberwick  Road  Sewers,  $34,465.25;  Sherman  &  Ritchland  Ave- 
nues Sewers,  $4,568.25;  Total,  $716,798.01.  The  Bonding  Com- 
mittee intended  to  sell  bonds  November  1,  1928,  to  reimburse 
the  Town  for  financing  the  above  projects,  but  as  the  market 
was  not  favorable  the  sale  was  postponed.  Temporary  loans  in 
anticipation  of  taxes  were  made.  During  January  the  loans 
were  paid  and  enough  money  collected  to  meet  the  Town's  obli- 
gations up  to  next  July  or  August  when  bonds  for  the  above 
purposes  will  be  sold. 

MISCELLANEOUS: 

Realizing  the  urgent  need  of  a  building  code  the  following 
committee:  First  Selectman,  Warden  and  Fire  Chief  of  the 
Borough,  Health  Officer,  Zoning  Commission  Chairman,  in  con- 
sultation with  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and 
other  authorities  caused  to  be  drafted  a  code  which  will  soon  be 
submitted  to  the  public  for  discussion  and  then  to  a  Town  meet- 
ing for  adoption.  It  will,  without  interference  or  undue  hardship, 
minimize  fire  hazards,  provide  for  sound  construction  and  pre- 
vent the  overloading  of  buildings. 

The  National  election  enrollment  added  4,317  voters  to  the 
lists,  a  total  of  12,468.  The  inconvenience  and  confusion  result- 
ing from  9,935  voting  at  the  Armory  brought  to  a  head  the 
necessity  of  establishing  more  polling  places,  a  bill  for  which 
is  now  before  the  State  Legislature. 

Tentative  plans  for  Greenwich  Harbor  Improvement  by  Olm- 
sted Brothers,  landscape  architects  are  in  the  hands  of  a  special 
committee  whose  report  will  soon  be  published. 

The  steady  growth  of  Greenwich  requires  a  yearly  five  per- 
cent, extension  of  the  street  lighting  system  which  at  present 
consists  of  51  miles  of  circuit  wire,  790  small  lamps  and  111 
large  lamps. 

The  Dog  Warden  investigated  73  complaints,  destroyed  323 
dogs  and  isolated  5  dogs,  1  of  which  suffered  from  rabies.

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1928: 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  included  statistical  summaries  un- 
der the  different  bureaux  essentially  the  same  work  has  been 
done  as  in  preceding  years.  The  tables  show  varying  increases 
and  decreases  in  cases  present  in  the  different  departments.  As 
noted  in  the  report  of  last  year  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
communicable  diseases  cases  is  explained  by  more  extended  in- 
spection. The  outbreak  of  influenza  throughout  the  country  mani- 
fested itself  to  some  degree  in  Greenwich  which  contributes 
largely  to  the  increase  incidence. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during  the  past  year  progress 
has  been  made  in  solving  problems  to  which  reference  was  made 
in  my  annual  reports  of  1926  and  1927. 

1.  By  a  regulation  of  the  Board  of  Health  all  milk  sold 
in  the  Town  of  Greenwich  after  June  1st,  1929,  must  be  either 
pasteurized  or  supplied  from  officially  tuberculin  tested  cows. 

2.  The  problem  with  reference  to  the  proper  supervision 
.of  nurses  engaged  in  public  health  nursing,  whether  it  be  in 
the  Department  of  Health  or  in  the  School  Department  seems 
to  be  nearing  a  solution.  The  Bioard  of  Estimate  has  made  an 
appropriation  for  such  a  supervising  nurse  for  the  year  1929, 
providing  a  proper  method  of  control  can  be  devised  whereby 
the  Board  of  Health  and  School  Committee  have  joint  control 
•over  such  a  supervisor.  It  is  true  that  there  are  many  aspects 
of  this  situation  which  at  first  sight  may  seem  difficult,  but  it 
is  hoped  that  with  a  proper  supervisor  and  hearty  co-operation 
•by  both  departments  this  long  existing  need  can  be  filled. 

3.  The  Building  Code  so  long  an  essential  requirement  for 
the  health  and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  Greenwich  is  near  com- 
pletion. In  my  opinion  this  is  one  of  the  important  needs  of 
the  town  today. 

4.  By  action  of  the  town  the  previously  existing  incinera- 
tor committee  was  discharged  and  the  responsibility  for  the  dis- 
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posal  of  garbage  was  returned  to  the  Board  of  Health  where  it 
properly  belongs  by  statutory  enactment. 

Among  the  outstanding  needs  of  Greenwich,  in  so  far  as 
the  health  and  comfort  of  its  citizens  is  concerned  the  following 
may  be  mentioned: 

1.  Although  not  strictly  charged,  with  the  matter  of  sewer- 
ing, the  interlacing  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Health  and 
the  Sewer  Ooimmission  are  so  many  that  recognition  of  the 
problem  is  demanded  of  the  Board  of  Health.  It  is  gratifying 
that  at  last  the  town  has  voted  to  sewer  the  co-called  Cos  Gob 
district.  The  Sound  Beach  district  nears  completion.  The  section 
known  as  Riverside  demands  immediate  attention  if  the  existing 
menace  to  health  is  to  be  removed.  The  problem  of  polution  of 
the  waters  at  our  bathing  beaches  is  almost  entirely  a  problem 
of  sewering.  In  addition  there  are  many  sections  comparative- 
ly small  where  a  sewer  system  is  imperative.  In  these  sections 
the  houses  are  built  on  rock  and  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are 
absolutely  useless.  Some  of  these  sections  have  been  investigated 
by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  the  position  of  the  Board 
of  Health  has  been  maintained.  An  investment  in  sewer  systems 
is  an  investment  against  disease  occurrence. 

2.  Some  action  should  be  taken  looking  toward  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Visiting  Nurses  Association.  There  is  no  opportu- 
nity for  the  creation  for  such  a  bureau  in  the  health  depart- 
ment as  at  present  constituted.  Nor  does  it  belong  dn  the  De- 
partment of  Health.  In  other  towns  such  an  organization  is  in 
general  maintained  by  private  enterprise.  If  such  a  movement 
could  be  instituted  by  any  organization  in  town  today  it  would 
be  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  certain  large 
groups  of  our  citizenry.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Highways 


To  the  Citizens  of  Greenwich: 

During  the  year  1928,  the  Department  has  continued  the 
extension  and  improvement  of  our  Town  highways  system.  Each 
of  the  special  projects  listed  was  undertaken  to  better  one  of 
the  numerous  "sore  spots"  in  our  highways. 

The  Permanent  Highway  Commission  has  extended  the 
pavement  on  Lake  Avenue  as  far  as  the  Clapboard  Ridge  Road 
and  the  pavement  on  Stanwich  Road  to  a  point  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  north  of  the  Dingletown  Road. 

The  laying  of  penetration  macadam  roads  in  Pemberwick, 
Riverside  and  Sound  Beach,  served  sections  not  previously  pro- 
vided with  hard  surfaced  roads.  Bruce  Park  paving  completed 
the  work  started  there  in  1927.  The  paving  of  Comly  Avenue 
with  concrete  will  keep  that  highway  from  washing  out  after 
every  heavy  rain,  care  for  drainage  that  previously  flooded 
private  property,  and  relieve  our  maintenance  account  of  a 
heavy  yearly  expenditure. 

As  noted  in  my  1927  report,  the  rebuilding  of  our  older 
concrete  roads  was  started  at  that  time.  Work  has  been  con- 
tinued in  1928  on  Brookside  Drive,  North  Street,  King  Street 
and  the  Round  Hill  Road. 

The  Town  has  a  large  investment  in  its  concrete  roads  and 
it  is  a  matter  of  economy  to  use  that  investment  before  de- 
terioration has  gone  too  far. 

I  must  strongly  urge  that  this  matter  be  given  very  serious 
consideration  and  that  the  recommendations  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  last  year  and  rejected  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  last  November  be  reconsidered.

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Report  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Charities 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Charities  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

During  the  year  we  have  cared  for  22  inmates  in  the  Home, 
and  9  patients  in  the  Infirmary.  At  the  close  of  the  year  we 
had  19  in  the  Home  and  7  in  the  Infirmary. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  extend  the  sincere  thanks  of  the 
Superintendent  and  myself  to  the  following:  F.  D.  Knapp  &  Son, 
Catholic  Daughters,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Bruce,  St.  Paul's  Church,  River- 
side, Greenwich  School  Orchestra  and  Glee  Club.  Ladies  of 
Christ  Church,  Girl  Scouts  of  Cos  Cob,  Boy  Scouts,  Troop  No.  7, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Stevens,  Christ  Church  Sunday  School, 
Lions'  Club,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  Congregational  Church 
of  Sound  Beach,  Mr.  George  White,  Mr.  Barthel,  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Miller. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day,  all  of  the  men  of  the  Home,  who 
were  able  to  travel,  were  taken  by  bus,  furnished  by  Messrs. 
George  White  and  Barthel  to  Joe  Miller's,  where  a  bountiful 
Thanksgiving  dinner  was  served.  The  "Lions'  Club"  furnished 
and  served  a  turkey  dinner,  on  New  Year's  Day  to  all  inmates 
at  the  Home.  They  also  provided  an  entertainment,  which  was 
heartily  enjoyed  by  all. 

At  the  Municipal  Hospital,  91  patients  have  been  admitted 
during  the  year.  We  regret,  exceedingly,  to  report  that  8  deaths 
have  occurred.  These  deaths,  however,  were  due  to  the  fact 
the  cases  were  admitted  too  late  to  respond  to  the  splendid  care 
and  treatment,  which  all  patients  at  our  Hospital  receive  from 
our  very  efficient  staff  of  nurses.  Miss  Beamish,  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  I  acknowledge,  with  sincere  appreciation,  the  dona- 
tions of  fruit,  flowers,  magazines  and  pajamas  received  during 
the  year.  F.  D.  Knapp  &  Son  generously  supplied  the  turkeys 
for  the  Thanksgiving  dinner.  These  were  very  greatly  appre- 
ciated. 

These  little  acts  of  kindness  mean  so  much  to  the  patients, 
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in  helping  to  cheer  the  long  lonely  hours  of  isolation.  I  am  sure 
if  this  was  realized,  many  more  would  be  willing  to  assist  in 
this  labor  of  love. 

Seventy-seven  families  have  come  under  the  care  of  the 
Commission  during  the  year.  Of  these  3  are  State  Cases — mean- 
ing that  our  Town  is  not  responsible  for  the  care  of  such  persons. 
Any  money  expended  for  the  relief  of  these  families  is  refunded 
by  the  State,  where  a  legal  residence  has  been  established. 

Seven  widows  are  receiving  Widows  Pensions.  Seven 
persons  were  assisted  with  relief  and  carfare  back  to  their  home 
towns.  Six  persons  injured,  left  with  no  means  of  leaving 
town,  in  the  Boston-New  York  bus  accident  last  spring,  were 
given  temporary  care  and  relief  until  able  to  continue  their 
journeys. 

Fifty-five  insane  patients,  under  this  department,  are  in- 
mates of  our  State  Hospitals  for  Insane.  We  have  9  children 
at  the  Mansfield  State  Training  School  for  Feebleminded  and 
have  8  patients  at  the  State  Sanitoriums  for  Tuberculosis. 

Dinners,  toys,  underwear,  clothing,  stockings,  mittens  and 
shoes  were  distributed  to  75  families  at  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas.  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  following 
who  have  made  this  possible:  Mesdames  Bruce,  Clarke,  Dominick, 
Eastwick,  C.  A.  Baker,  Hyler,  Nichols,  Philips  and  Reed,  also 
Messrs.  W.  F.  Decker  and  Henry  White,  Salvation  Army,  Lions' 
Club,  Havemeyer  School,  Scout  Troop  No.  5,  2nd  Congregational 
S.  S.,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Hamilton  Avenue  School,  Greenwich  Academy, 
and  Brunswick  School. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  splendid 
co-operation  and  help  of  the  School  Nurses,  Welfare  Nurses, 
Board  of  Health  Nurse,  Doctors,  Dentists,  Greenwich  Hospital 
and  Police  Department,  all  of  whom  contributed  so  much  service, 
without  charge,  to  assist  in  the  work  of  this  Department.  Again 
I  wish  to  thank  them.

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Report  of  the 
Sewer  Commissioners 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich: 

Our  Commission  has  held  during  the  past  year  forty^seven 
meetings  as  well  as  making  .several  inspections  of  the  construc- 
tion of  sewers  and  the  operation  of  the  various  sewage  treat- 
ment plants.  We  have  spent  during  the  past  year  several  hun- 
dred dollars  in  the  repairing  and  up -keep  of  old  sewers  and  of 
course  you  will  readily  understand  that  these  repairs  were  caus- 
ed to  the  old  sewer  lines  due  to  the  fact  that  they  have  been  in 
operation  for  a  number  of  years;  and  it  possibly  is  only  a  short 
time  before  they  will  have  outgrown  their  use  and  operation  and 
will  have  to  be  reconstructed. 

The  Grass  Island  Disposal  Plant  has  been  functioning  very 
satisfactorily  according  to  reports  received  from  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health,  under  whose  supervision  this  plant  is  being 
operated.  This  plant  is  also  heavily  overloaded  due  to  extension 
lines  being  added  to  the  main  trunk  lines  caused  by  the  growth 
of  our  Town. 

The  East  Port  Chester  Sewage  Plant  has  been  functioning 
very  satisfactorily  and  the  up-keep  and  operation  of  this  plant 
has  been  very  nominal  compared  to  the  service  that  it  renders. 
To  this  plant  has  been  connected  a  portion  of  the  Peimberwick 
Road  Sewer,  which,  for  a  short  distance,  operates  by  gravity 
flow  and  from  there  it  has  to  be  pumped  under  the  Post  Road 
to  the  main  trunk  line  terminating  on  Byram  Road. 

We  are  at  present  completing  the  construction  of  sewers  in 
Sound  Beach  and  as  fast  as  completed  they  are  connected  to  the 
main  trunk  line  Which  flows  into  the  Sewage  Treatment  Plant 
at  West  End  Avenue.  We  are  also  completing  arrangements  to 
secure  bids  for  the  construction  of  the  Cos  Cob  Sewage  Plant 
and  for  the  construction  of  sewers  through  various  streets  of 
this  District.  This  plant  will  be  one  of  the  most  modern  any- 
where in  our  country,  being  what  is  known  as  a  "Suppressed 
Roof  Type." 

Our  Commission  is  also  considering  additional  lines  to  be 
constructed  in  various  sections  of  the  Town  which  need  them 
very  badly  due  to  the  rapid  growth.
